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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10 July 
2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-13, 16-24, 26, 27, 29, and 30 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to disclose, in 
combination with other limitations recited in the claims, a grip member engaged to a 
catheter inner shaft nearer a distal end than a proximal end of the inner shaft 
comprising a hub region having a greater diameter than a tapered body region, and 
stent engaging at least a portion of the body region of the grip and a portion of the inner 
shaft, wherein the hub portion of the grip member is positioned between the stent and 
the proximal end of the catheter inner shaft. Ravenscroft discloses the hub portion 
(portion having the largest diameter) of the grip member is positioned distal to the stent 
at the distal end of the inner shaft. One would have to modify Ravenscroft's device by 
positioning the expandable stent such that a portion lies distal to the hub portion. 
However, the hub forms an abutting surface for the sheath 24 (for example, see Figure 
1 ), which prevents the expandable stent from expanding prematurely. If the stent were 
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positioned as described, the sheath would not be able to abut the hub portion, and the 
sheath would not cover the entire stent. Therefore, it is the examiner's position that it 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Ravenscroft's device as claimed, since such a 
modification would render Ravenscroft's device inoperable.
